We have been pointing out in this series of lessons, that the 
New Testament church is different from every other religion and 
system. Thus far, we have seen it is different from: (1) Paganism, 
because of its belief and service to one Supreme God. And, (2) 
Judaism, mainly because of its belief in Jesus Christ, as the Son of 
God. Today, we will notice that it is different from: (3) 
Catholicism, mainly because, of its belief in the all sufficiency of 
the Bible, as the word of God. 
The Catholic church is the result of departure from the faith. 
The inspired apostle Paul wrote years before the Catholic church 
began, and said, "Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, that in the 
latter times some shall depart from the faith, giving heed to 
seducing spirits, and doctrines of devils; Speaking lies in hypocrisy; 
having their conscience seared with a hot iron; Forbidding to 
marry, and commanding to obetain from meats, which God hath 
created to be received with thanksgiving of them which believe and 
know the truth.” (1 Tim. 4:1-3) 
The Catholic church teaches, "That the scriptures alone cannot 
be a sufficient guide and rule of faith. ’’ (This statement taken from 
one of their own books, "Faith of our Fathers, pp. 89, 90) The 
claim is made by them, that the church has authority to decide 
truth, and make new revelations. To them the tradition of 
"fathers” is equal to tbe scriptures. Contrary to these ideas, the 
Bible teaches that God’s word is not only sifficient, but also 
complete. "All scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is 
profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for instruction 
in righteousness: that the man of God may be throughly furnished 
unto all good works.” (2 Tim. 3:16 -17) We learn from Jude, that 
"the faith was once delivered,” (Jude 3) And from Peter, that the 
"divine power hath given unto us all things that pertain unto life 
and godliness.” (2 Pet 1:3) Paul said, he wrote by "revelation,” 
and when we read we can understand. (Eph. 3:3-4) All human

commandments and traditions of men is vain worship. (Matt.

just to replace labor, the analysis 
is relatively simple. 
Net profit will increase if the 
added machinery and equipm ent 
costs are less than the costs of 
the labor replaced. 
For 'exam ple, replacing one 
full 
- 
time 
worker 
who 
is 
presently earning $3,500 a year 
would be profitable as long as 
the added cost of owning and 
operating the larger machinery 
and 
equipm ent 
is 
less 
than 
$3,500 a year. 
A lthough 
this

forward, it does require some 
time 
and 
thought. 
On most 
farms a new piece of machinery 
and equipm ent will be used for 
four or eight years. Therefore, 
when comparing the cost of

having their conscience seared w ith a h o t iron; Forbidding to 
m arry, and com m anding to obstain from m eats, which G od hath 
created to be received w ith thanksgiving of them which believe and 
know the tru th .” (1 Tim . 4:1-3) 
T he C atholic church teaches, “ T hat the scriptures alone cannot 
be a sufficient guide and rule of faith .” (This statem ent taken from 
one of their own books, “ Faith of our Fathers, pp. 89, 90) The 
claim is m ade by them , th at the church has authority to decide 
truth, and m ake new revelations. T o them the tradition of

If 
the 
only 
reason

changing to larger equipm ent is 
just to replace labor, the analysis 
is relatively simple. 
Net profit will increase if the 
added machinery and equipm ent 
costs are less than the costs of 
the labor replaced. 
For example, replacing one 
full 
- 
time 
worker 
who 
is 
presently earning $3,500 a year 
would be profitable as long as 
the added cost of owning and 
operating the larger machinery 
and 
equipm ent 
is 
less 
than 
$3,500 a year. 
A lthough 
this 
type 
of 
a n aly sis 
is 
rather straight 
forward, it does require some 
time 
and 
thought. 
On most 
farms a new piece of machinery 
and equipm ent will be used for 
four or eight years. Therefore, 
when comparing the cost of 
owning and operating machinery 
and equipm ent which has a four 
to eight year life to labor cost, 
you should not only consider 
what the present labor costs are 
but also, what the labor may 
cost during the next four to 
eight years. 
For example you may be 
paying $3,500 for a full-time 
worker now but if you expect to 
be paying $4,500 
four years 
from now this very definitely 
affects your analysis.
